3. Genocide and the war took away many technical ex- 
perts and civil servants, and destroyed much economic 
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infrastructure, so Rwanda needs technical experts such 
as doctors, agronomists, and others in various fields, 
whereas UNAMIR is made up mainly of soldiers. 


Finally, Minister Gasana said UNAMIR is not qualified 
to help the Rwandan Government in the context of the 
priorities contained in its program. 


For all these reasons, Minister Gasana informed the UN 
secretary general, and through him the Security Council, 
that the UNAMIR mandate must indeed expire on 8 
December, according to Resolution 997 adopted in June 
by the Security Council.

In these two places everyone was killed, some by 
bayonet and others by bullet. Many children were 
strangled,” according to the “findings report [rapport de 
circonstance]." 


Then follows a summary of the number of victims hill 
by hill. In total 40 men, 73 women, 165 boys, and 143 
girls were killed. Later, another nine bodies were found, 
taking the total to 430. That is therefore far more than 
the 20 dead mentioned by news agencies, or the 200 
indicated by other sources. 


Mayor Ndabakeneye indicates that the soldiers were 
accompanied by civilians — he gives seven names — 
"whose mission was to indicate the families which were 
to be completely exterminated.” And he wonders: "Were 
these soldiers really sent to Gasarara to drive out armed 
gangs or rather to slaughter innocent people?" [passage

Mobutu Calls For Scrapping Refugee Deadline

The 
president said he didn’t want to talk about disagreement 
with Prime Minister Kengo wa Dondo, who is emphatic 
that the Rwandans leave Zaire by the end of this year or 
face expulsion, but Mr. Mobutu said the refugees should 
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only return home when they are ready, and those that 
don’t want to go back should be removed from the bor- 
der area. 


Few doubt that if Mr. Mobutu really wants the refugees 
to stay, he wiil have his way. Not only could he remove 
Mr. Kengo when he wants through his influence in 
parliament, but as chief of the Armed Forces, he could 
prevent them from carrying out any expulsions. Dressed 
in a brightly patterned (abacot) jacket, a design which 
he himself established in his heyday, with his silver 
top cane across his lap and his leather skinned cap 
perched on his head, Mobutu gave the impression of 
being relaxed and confident. 


He was speaking, after 30 years of power, from his 
spectacular palace in the jungle at Gbadolite, 1,000 
miles from the capital. He said he had no intention of 
returning to the capital until after the elections, which 
are supposed to be held within two years. If I win the 
elections, I will go back to Kinshasa. If the people no 
longer support me, I'd stay here, President Mobutu said.

Recalling his connections with the World Trade Centre 
bombers in an interview with a local Muslim publication 
recently, Parker says he met Ramzi Yusuf — now 
serving a life sentence for the bombing incident in the 
United States — in Pakistan last year. Yusuf introduced 
himself as a Pakistani businessman in the import and 
export industry, and several meetings ensued between 
the two men. 


On his return from a trip to Asia, Parker noticed that 
Yusuf had a scar on his cheek, which the latter said was 
caused by spilt acid. 


Matters came to a head when Yusuf asked Parker to 
take a parcel to a mosque in the Shia quarters (Islamic 
sect) of Islamabad, the capital of Pakistan. 


"This made me suspicious. I did not like the fact that he 
was compelling me to do something I didn’t want to. 


"When I refused, he told me I had to do it because I was 
part of his (militant) organisation and I was involved in 
subversive activities in the world.” 


Parker says he then informed the Pakistani authorities 
of Yusuf’s activities on condition he remained anony- 
mous. The Pakistanis informed the FBI, who set up 
a "Hollywood-style" sting operation in Islamabad last 
year. 


Ramzi was arrested and the FBI later told Parker of a 
conspiracy to assassinate Pakistani prime minister Be- 
nazir Bhutto and high- ranking government ministers. 
The Pakistani authorities also suspected Parker of in- 
volvement in the plot. 


"They took us (Parker and Yusuf) to the United States 
where we were placed under FBI guard while they 
investigated my involvement in the bombing," Parker 
says. 


It is, however, believed in the Muslim circles that Parker 
may have accepted a reward of more than R7.2 million 
[rands} for information leading to the arrest of Yusuf. 


Parker, who is now shunned by the Muslim community, 
says: “People are quick to judge me without knowing 
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the circumstances under which this (Yusuf’s arrest) 
occureed. But I don’t feel guiltv because I believe that 
I have not committed any wroag. 


"I don’t see the killing of innocent people as an act of 
Jihad (holy war),” Parker adds. 


He claimed that the FBI paid him about R17,000 in 
compensation for the loss of his property in Pakistan. 


"The Pakistani authorities collected half of the amount," 
he says. 


Parker is al present apparently on a visit to the United 
States.

Mandela has warned Shell to ‘suspend’ its 2.5 billion 
pound liquefied natural gas project in Nigeria or face 
action against Shell in South Africa. ‘Shell sent a 
deputation to see me, and I told them that I expect them 
to suspend the project as a mark of protest. 


‘And then they hesitated to do so, I warned them that 
we are going to take action against them in the country 
because we can’t allow people to think in terms of 
their gains when the very lives of human beings are 
involved.’ 


Mandela also said that Nigeria’s pro-democracy leaders 
were not mounting a strong enough campaign within 
their country. The president said that in the final 
analysis, the pace and the outcome of any external 
campaigns against the regime would depend on what the 
Nigerian people did. ‘It is not good enough for Nigerian 
leaders to shout from abroad and not to ensure that the 
fires of resistance are burning inside Nigeria. And to 
say that they are dealing with a brutal government is no

Mandela rejected criticism for not speaking out ‘more 
strongly’ before the Ogoni activists were hanged. ‘If 
we had used stronger methods, and the executions had 
then taken place, the same critics could have argued 
that by our "recklessness" we were responsible for the 
hangings’.

Former black guerrillas were granted guarantees on non- 
prosecution by the former government only after stipu- 
lating the actions for which they sought indemnity. Pres- 
ident Mandela added that there would be no reopening 
of the debate on the death penalty.

Police Commissioner George Fivaz instructed one of his 
generals to survey the attitudes of police officers about 
the trial. And the president has been holding a series 
of briefings with businessmen, diplomats, police, army 
generals and church leaders to explain his determination 
not to interfere in the course of this explosive trial. 


But Mandela has also taken a firm stance against the 
right by refusing to accept PW Botha’s demands for a 
moratorium on all political trials. Apart from the fact 
that he is loath to interfere in the functioning of the 
judiciary, the president is convinced there is no serious 
threat of mutiny or counter-revolution from the far-right. 


Mandela also made it clear to Botha and Freedom Front 
leader Constand Viljoen, during the visit to the old 
president's home in the Wilderness this week, that he 
was deeply concerned by reports that elements of the 
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third-force network allegedly set up in the mid-1980’s 
by some of the accused in the upcoming trial were still 
actively stoking up violence in KwaZulu-Natal — and 
that there was little chance of any reprieve while these 
activities continued. 


"All of this talk about awakening wild tigers is from 
people who are living in a theme park from the past. 
There is no fear in the president's office that anxiety 
amongst a range of right-wing people will translate into 
coherent and organised resistance,” says secretary for 
Safety and Security Azhar Cachalia. 


"The president has made it clear he does not have 
the power to interfere in a criminal case and in that 
sense he is not using the trial to curb violence in Natal. 
But we have consistently pointed out there is a culture 
of impunity amongst the killers in that province and, 
because of the trial, they will be increasingly aware they 
will be arrested and prosecu*ed.” 


Mandela’s tough stance has been bolstered by what he 
sees as the strength of the documentary evidence and 
the array of witnesses, including senior defence force 
officers, who will be presented in court to back the 
attorney-general’s case. 


There are strong indications the accused now know 
the extent of the evidence lining up against them, and 
the president has used this to suggest that Viljoen and 
other right-wing leaders run the risk of embarrassing 
themselves if they express too much solidarity with the 
suspects. This probably explains why the Freedom Front 
leader has recently stopped his sabre-rattling over the 
trial. 


During his meeting with PW Botha, who apparently 
displayed signs of senility and lack of concentration, 
Mandela advised the right-wing leaders the only way 
for the accused to obtain amnesty would be for them to 
ask KwaZulu-Natal Attorney-General Tim McNally to 
refer the case to the Amnesty Committee within the truth 
commission. The final decision about the case rests with 
the court. That innocent civilians including six children 
died in the KwaMakutha massacre means the court may 
insist the trial runs its course. 


The only sweetener the president oflered was the 
possibility of a pardon if the suspects are convicted. 


Paul van Zyl, coordinator of the truth commission 
department at the Centre for the Study of Violence, says 
Mandela will probably use the same approach to deal 
with fears that the Government of National Unity will

Saro-Wiwa, leader of the Movement for the Survival of 
Ogoni People (MOSOP), had campaigned for greater 
autonomy for the region in southeast Nigeria and a 
larger share in the profits from its huge oil reserves.

Ofonagoro said however he "led a movement that 
brooked no opposition, which even ordered and super- 
vised the execution of many prominent sons and daugh- 
ters of Ogoni land, and paid the final price with his life”.

‘Radical’ Opposition Calls For Oil Embargo

It added: "The people are prepared to endure the 
hardship of an oil embargo meant to terminate the cause 
of their economic affliction — military despotism — in 
the hope that it will usher in an atmosphere for the 
masses to have an input in shaping their own future. 
Impose maximum sanctions! Impose an oil embargo on 
Nigeria immediately!" 


The statement welcomed South African President 
Nelson Mandela’s blistering attack on General Sani 
Abacha’s military regime. Mandela said the Abacha 
administration was "barbaric, corrupt, irresponsible and 
arrogant”. 


"We commend Mandela for standing with the ordinary 
people of Nigeria against her military clique that has 
colonised and enslaved the people," the NC statement 
added. 


Nigeria caused international outrage when the author- 
ities hanged on November 10 nine Ogoni minority 
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rights activists including writer Ken Saro-Wiwa despite 
protests and appeals for clemency. 


The hangings during the Commonwealth Conference 
in New Zealand led to Nigeria’s immediate suspension 
from the Commonwealth. 


Government Urged To Resist Foreign Interference

within and outside the country have consistently at- 
tacked the nation’s judicial system. A recent example is 
the furor generated by the trial of some Ogoni leaders 
for murder an’ the subsequent conviction of nine of 
them who paid the ultimate penalty as prescribed by 
law. Contrary to the claim by our detractors, the trial 
had nothing to do with violation of human rights or 
environmental activism. Also, it did not violate the 
Harare Principle which members of the Commonwealth 
committed themselves to uphold and promote. 


The Civil Disturbances Tribunal, which handled the 
murder case of the Ogoni leaders, was created by 
Decree No. 2 of 1987. It is an existing law which, 
before now, has been applied in other crisis areas. It 
was not, therefore, meant specially for the leaders. The 
threat of isolation, further sanctions, possible drying up 
of development aid, and the lid clamp on investment 
should not be allowed to degrade our confidence in 
our own laws, nor should this threat be permitted to 
breed fickleness of mind in us in efforts to uplift our 
country. We must stand firm by our own laws and 
programs, especially the political transition program. 
This has been widely accepted by Nigerians. Yet, the 
Western world, claiming falsely to be better managers of 
our political life, wants to impose their own transition 
program on Nigeria. What they are doing is a brazen 
new colonial gesture which we have to resist with 
all our strength. To them, no program or measure of 
the Military Government is good except perhaps its 
commitment and involvement in peacekeeping missiovs 
around the globe. 


Nigeria deserves encouragement and not brick bat for 
its efforts at promoting freedom aad peace in countries 
like Angola, Namibia, Sudan, and now Liberia and 
Other disturbed areas of the world. It is unfortunate 
that instead of encouragement, the West is disturbing 
us with sanctions without just cause. But posterity will 
show that the good in our military regimes will not 
be interred in the bowels of Western leaders who have 
recruited themselves as judge and jury of Third World 
governments. 
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One thing is clear: the spate of sanctions already 
imposed or planned, will not succeed because the West 
has double standards based on self-seeking material 
gain of causing the problems of democracy in the 
Third World countries. They have been grossly unfair 
in dealing with Nigeria. This is so because there are 
countries in north, west, and central Africa whose 
style of government defy all democratic norms, yet the 
conduct of these countries is not on the screen of the 
so-called democratic West. 


Government has the duty to its people to resist all forms 
of unnecessary foreign interference in our internal af- 
fairs. We must not be depressed by the double stan- 
dards’ approach of the West to problems of democracy 
in the Third World.
